seats, door knobs of public toilets, 
etc You get VD from people 
If either of these diseases were 
severely painful or obvious soon

WASHINGTON (UPI »-The National Farmers Union 
charged today that private traders selling U.S. wheat to 
Russia this summer conceivably could have reaped as 
much as $100 million in windfall profits by careful timing of 
their purchases and export subsidy applications. 
But Weldon Barton, assistant NFU legislative director, 
added in testimony prepared for a House Agriculture 
subcommittee hearing that no one can be sure what 
actually happened until the Agriculture Department 
releases still-confidential specific daily data on wheat 
subsidy applications by individual export firms 
Barton also charged the administration, which raised 
export subsidies through July and much of August in order 
to keep export prices from rising, had, 
in effect, 
underwritten bargain prices for Russia The subsidies 
enabled exporters to offset hikes in domestic market 
prices. 
Given the scarcity of wheat and (the fact that other 
countries had little available for export» it appears we 
could have sold the same amount of U S. wheat at much 
higher prices," the NFU spokesman said 
Barton said the massive sales to Russia were good news 
for most U.S. farmers. But he called for passage of pending 
bills to compensate a minority of wheat farmers, who sold 
before they knew Soviet orders would drive prices up. for 
cuts they will have to take in wheat support payments 
The House subcommittee, headed by Rep.

President Nixon's aides want the check on spending tied 
to a $1 billion increase in the federal government’s debt li­ 
mit. A temporary debt limit of $40 billion now is in force, 
but this w ill revert to the permanent level of $400 billion if 
new legislation is not passed bv Oct 31 
The government already is about $430 billion in debt, and 
the administration has forecast deficit spending of about 
$27 billion during the fiscal year that started July 1. The 
budget deficit for the previous fiscal year was estimated at 
$23 billion 
In a letter to Congress last week. Treasury Secretary 
George P Shultz said that if the temporary limit is in­ 
creased from $40 billion to $46 billion, it wilf be enough to 
carry the government through next June 30—provided the 
lid is placed on spending

Chemical, the other the President of 
the Ford Motor Company. George 
McGovern 
told 
lasciviously the 
story of the head of Ford, Mr. 
Iaeocca. getting some $400.000 last 
year. No wonder — McGovern drew 
out his tale — that the head of Ford 
should not have to worry about the 
rising price of hamburger, and so on 
and so on A few minutes of that 
and you find yourself not only 
resenting the head of Ford but 
convinced that the system that 
permits him to get $400.000 is 
somehow evil. 
I want to know why. 
Let’s say that Ford sells two and a 
half million vehicles in a typical 
year. Then $400,000 in salary paid to 
its president comes to sixteen cents 
per automobile Now $400.000 is a 
great deal of money, but what 
business is it of George McGovern if 
the directors of Ford feel that 
they would rather have Iacocca as 
head of Ford, even at the cost of 


sixteen cents per vehicle sold, than 
someone else, at a lesser figure?

The president has 
remaint*d opposed to abortion as an 
acceptable means of birth control 
Really, the California abortion 
law would probably satisfy the 
Commission. It allows therapeutic 
abortions to women who are raped 
or whose physical or mental health 
would be jeopardized by pregnancy 
or birth A panel of three doctors 
must agree on the advisability of the 
procedure 
Though 
family 
planning, 
economic 
and 
other 
common 
reasons are not specified in the law. 
it is very' possible for a woman, even 
a minor, to be granted service on 
those 
actual 
grounds 
if 
she 
interviews with physicians whose 
concept of “ mental health ” 
is 
broad 
The vast majority of the 116,749 
abortions performed in the state last 
year (up from 65,369 in 1970) were 
made under the mental health 
provision and about 40 percent of 
them were made at 17 big city 
hospitals. 
The larger the city, the more 
liberal the abortion criteria, and 
this holds true for Lompoc and 
Santa Maria women who want 
abortions 
and

According to Nurse Pat Osborn of 
Planned Parenthood at 900 West 
Foster Road. S.M. (937-2017) that 
organization s goal is not to push for 
abortion at any price but. again, to 
counsel the individual woman and 
recommend referrals based on what 
she alone wants. Nurse Osborn 
reports 
making 
regular 
recommendations against abortions 
to young women who come to her 
because their parents or boyfriends 
want 
an 
abortion 
while 
they 
themselves do not. 
After several years at Planned 
Parenthood, she also concludes that 
it is really impossible to legislate 
against abortion and that a primarv 
accomplishment of the liberal law 
has been to cut down radically the 
number 
of 
dangerous, 
illegal 
abortions which she said used to 
occur by the thousands. 


Planned 
Parenthood 
offers 
pregnancy testing, birth control, 
voluntary sterilization and problem 
pregnancy services and referrals 
and never turns anyone away. 


Private physicians can offer the 
same services though, in another 
survey of physicians. 75 percent of 
them would provide contraceptive 
services, even to a minor, if asked 
for them A woman who doesn't ask 
her doctor about these services 
though will probably not be helped.
